To Sign ''Urgent" 
Measure Promptly 


WASHINGTON, June 26 i^ Th e 
S3-biIlion-doIlar highway bill, big­ 
gest nondefense spending program 
In history, wa.s passed by Congress 
today and sent to President Eisen­ 
hower. 


Congressional action was com­ 
pleted by an 89-1 roll-call vote in 
the Senate, The lone dissenter was 
Ren. Long iD-Lai. Earlier in the 
day, the House passed the bill by 
voice vote and without debate. 
The roadbuilding program In­ 
cludes just about everything E i­ 
senhower requested, except for 
bond financing of the federal out­ 
lays. 
Congressional 
Democrats 
succeeded 
in 
substituting 
tax 
boosts to help pay for the 13-year 
program. 
Eisenhower has listed the high­ 
way bill as an “ urgent” item on 
his program for Congress. Sup­ 
porters of the legislation expect 
him to sign it promptly, perhaps 
this week. 


II4.8 BiUiM In Tax Hikes 


The bill provides fo r a $14,800,- 
000,000 hike in taxes to be levied 
on highway users in the next 16 
years. These will go into effect 
Ju ly I if Eisenhower signs it by 
that time. 
One of the tax boosts would add 
1 cent to the present 2-cenis-a- 
gailon federal tax on gasoline and 
motor fuels. 
The measure represents a com­ 
promise, worked out last week, of 
differing bills voted earlier by the 
two 
branches. 
Some 
Congress 
members have termed it “ the 
greatest governmental construe 
tion program in the history of the 
world.” 
Its major feature calls for a 14. 
000 mile network of interstata su­ 
perhighways to cost some 27‘4 
billion dollars. The federal gov 
crnment would pay 90 per cent of 
the bill; the states the rest.

Nehru Voices Hope 
For Talks With Ike 


WASHINGTON. June 26 (ipi - 
Prim e Minuter Nehru of India told 
President ' Eisenhower today he 
hopes their postponed talks may 
be held “ in the future.” Nehru, 
did not, however, propose a new! 
date for a meeting. 
Eisenhower and Nehru originally 
planned to meet starting July 7 at 
Camp David in the nearby Mary­ 
land mountains. The talks were 
postponed because Eisenhower felt 
he might not be fully recovered 
from his intestinal operation by 
that time. 
In a letter to Nehru, released 
yesterday, the President invited 
the Indian leader lo suggest a new 
date and said he should consider 
this an “ urgent invitation’’ to meet 
with him. 
Nehru, in a reply, delivered 
through the Indian Embassy here 
today, voiced hope that “ a further 
opportunity may present itself in 
the future for such a meeting."

To Go Even Higher 


WASHI.NGTON, June 26 (JP> - 
Living costs for American fami­ 
lies are now equal to the all-time i 
peak of three years ago and ap- i 
pear to be rising toward new i 
record levels this summer. 
The government reported today 
its living cost index rose a whop­ 
ping four-tenth.s of one per cent 
in May — largest increase for any 
month in the three years. 
The Labor Department’s index 
jumped to 115.4 per cent of the 
1947-49 base period, matching the 
record set in October 1953. Living 
costs in May were 1.1 per cent 
higher than a year earlier. 
At the same time, the take-home 
pay of factory workers fell olf 
somewhat. 


Food Prices Increase 


Ewan Clague. labor statistics 
commissioner, said virtually all 
major consumer cost items are 
moving upward and seem sure to 
continue on that trend through the 
summer months. Since food is a 
big item in the index, the upward 
spiral might be halted when more 
plentiful fall crop harvests come. 
Food 
prices 
particularly 
in­ 
creased in May, confirming la­ 
ments heard from housewives fol­ 
lowing their weekly trips to the 
grocery stores. 
A 1.3 per cent hike in food in 
May was the largest monthly 
boost in three years. However, 
food is slightly below last year’s 
level and nearly 5 per cent below 
its August 1952 peak. 


Take-Home Pay Drops 


Clague said increases in whole­ 
sale prices experienced in 1955 
and early 1956 are gradually being 
passed on to the consumer, par­ 
ticularly in the food line. 
In contrast, the Labor Depart­ 
ment reported that weekly take- 
home pay of factory production 
workers 
declined 
by 
about 46 
cents between April and May, re­ 
sulting from a generally shorter 
work week. 
The smaller pay envelope and 
the rise in living costs resulted 
in a one per cent decline in the 
average 
factory 
worker’s 
pur­ 
chasing power.

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WASHINGTON. June 26 (i!^ A 
tentative long-term proposal for 
revolutionizing 
television 
opera­ 
tions and a more immediate pro­ 
gram for relieving current prob­ 
lems were made public today by 
the Federal Communications Com­ 
mission. 
The commission asked for com­ 
ment, to be submitted by Oct. 1, 
“ on the possibility of ultimately 
shifting all or a major portion of 
TV operation" to the Ultra High 
Frequency channels—those num­ 
bered 14 through 83. 
Meanwhile, it proposed lo au­ 
thorize 
all-UHF 
telecasting 
in 
some cities in scattered areas of 
the country. 
This shift, and others to follow, 
is aimed at eliminating competi­ 
tion in a single area between sta­ 
tions transmitting on UHF frequen­ 
cies and those using Very High 
Frequency channels, numbered 2 
through 13.

The students, half of them girls, 
were marching on the palace to 
protest a state of alarm pro­ 
claimed Sunday after an antigov­ 
ernment demonstration was put 
down. 
Castillo Armas, a former mili­ 
tary man, declared the state of 
siege, a modified form of martial 
law. This meant stricter controls 
than were provided under the 
state of alarm. 
All

have been suspended for 30 days.

Then the Senate passed the 33- 
billion-dollar defense measure on 
a routine roll-call vote of 88-0. The 
big bill provides about 164 billion 
for the Air Force. 10 billion for 
the Navy and Marine Corps and 
74 billion for the Army. The 
balance would go for miscellane­ 
ous Defense Department needs. 
The House has yet to act on the 
controversial 
air 
power 
issue, 
which is sure to reverberate in the 
election campaign this fall. If the 
House approves the extra money, 
it remains to be seen whether 
Eisenhower will spend it or im­ 
pound it, as former President 
Truman once did with additional 
Air Force funds voted by Con­ 
gress.

He disclosed that the troubles 
grew out of crises that followed 
the recent firing of British Lt. Gen. 
Sir John Bagot Glubb as comman­ 
der of the Arab Legion and the 
offers of aid from neighbor Arab 
countries. 
Britain still subsidizes the Arab 
Legion—now the Jordan national 
army—and still has officers in it. 
Saudi Arabia and Egypt have of­ 
fered to provide the subsidy if 
Jordan will break with Britain.

The bill provides for a $14,800,- 
000.000 hike in taxes to be levied 
on highway users in the next 16 
years. These will go into effect 
July I if Eisenhower signs it by 
that time. 
One of the tax boosts would add 
I cent to the present 2-cents-a- 
gallon federal tax on gasoline and 
motor fuels.

The commission said it will act 
as rapidly as possible to shift chan- 
ne1 allocations in cities where the 
competitive problem exists.

y ears the guiding light of the De­ 
partment

ence, died today in a Baltimore 
nurs ing home after a long illnes s . 
He was 77. 
Dr. Flack became ill during the 
1952 s es s ion of the General As ­ 
s embly 
and 
was 
forced to 
re­ 
linquis h his duties as director. Dr. 
Carl Evers tine temporarily head­ 
ed the department and s ucceeded 
Dr. Flack as director two y ears 
ago. 
The department, which s tarted 
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became the firs t of its kind in 
the nation by an act of the State 
Legis lature in 1907. 
With no precedent to guide him 
and with an annual appropriation 
of $3,200, Dr. Fla ck—new holder 
of a doctor of philos ophy degree 
from Johns Hopkins U n ivers ity - 
had to cut his own pattern for the 
bureau which grew into a s tate 
department in 1916 and into nation­ 
wide recognition in later y ears . 
In addition to collecting and in­ 
dexing information on all ques ­ 
tions of propos ed legi.s lalion and 
preparing or aiding in the drafting 
of legis lation for individual la w­ 
makers or departments , the De­ 
partment of Legis lative Reference 
maintains a complete index and 
file on all bills introduced in the 
Mary land General As s embly from 
1908 to the pres ent.

The uniform expansion of the 
universe had been inferred previ 
ou.sly, the I niversity of California 
report noted, Irorn relatively few 
observations of redshifts. 
The resull.s of the 20-year study 
have been publi.shed in the Astni 
nomica! Journal bv Dr.s. .\I. I. 
Humason and A. R. Sandage of 
the .Mt. Wilson-Paiomar obser\a 
tories. and Dr. N. U. Mayali of 
Lick Observatory. 
Thestudie.s. while indicating that 
the universe appears to be expand 
ing uniformly' in ail directions, 
also suggest that the expansion i? 
slowing down with time. 
Hhile there i.s uncertainty over 
this possible deceleration, the re 
port continued, the study devel­ 
oped similar uncertainty as to es 
timates of the greate.st dustances 
in the universe. 
“ These distances,'* the report 
mentioned, “ are of the order of 
two billion light-years, but with 
evidence now available, the dis 
tance scale may be off as much 
as 30 per cent.” 
A light-year is Ae distance light 
travels in a year’s time, at the rate 
of 196,300 miles a second. It figures 
out to be about 6,000,000,000,000 
miles. 
-Most ftar.s are more than 100 
light-yeari distant from earth.

Iso lated ev ents pro v ide the sy mbo ls which lead 
to the co nclusio n that the wo rld is passing thro ugh 
an era o f rev o lutio nary change. That is what is 
happening no w in No rth Africa. 
At Po rt Said in Egy pt a British so ldier bo arded 
a ship and sailed away , ending y ears o f British 
military o ccupatio n o f Egy pt and the Sue2'^Canal 
Zo ne. And while the last v estige o f English co lo nial­ 
ism was disappearing fro m this sectio n o f the Arab 
wo rld, the leader o f Algeria’s warring natio nalists 
was lay ing do wn the terms o n which his Arab fo l­ 
lo wers wo uld accept peace with France. 
There may be a lo ng ro ad fro m this first ten- 
tativ e'-o ffcr to an actual settlement o f the blo o dy 
struggle in Algeria. But it is significant that the 
Arab natio nalists are no w weary o f warfare and 
ready to discuss terms which are no t to o dissimilar 
fro m so me the iTench hav e already laid do wn. 
Ferhat Abbasn, chairman o f the Algerian 
Natio nal Liberatio n Co uncil, has to ld Sv ante Lo ef- 
gren, a Swedish newspaperman, that he is ready 
fo r immediate peace talks if the French will co n­ 
cede the right o f the Algerians to self-go v ernment. 
Abba.sn has also asked fo r a guarantee o f the equal 
rights o f all citizens and fo r general electio ns under 
internatio nal co ntro l. 
Premier Guy IVlo llet o f France has already 
declared that ev ery o ne in Algeria mu.st be granted 
equality and has called fo r free electio ns. So he 
and Abbasn are perhaps no t to o far apart. The 
real stumbling blo ck may be the request fo r inter­ 
natio nal interv entio n. 
France insists that her 
Algerian tro ubles are an entirely do mestic affair. 
But the French are weary o f fighting and 
blo o dshed to o and the signs that the o ld o rder is 
changing in No rth Africa are to o plain fo r any o ne 
to miss. By an o dd co incidence, also , the Swedish 
newspaperman who has been the intermediary in 
this case also bro ught the French the first clear 
indicatio n that Ho Chi-minh was ready fo r a cease­ 
fire in Indo china. 
If his missio n pro v es successful o nce again, the 
wo rld will breathe a sigh o f relief, ev en tho ugh the 
French are unlikely to win peace witho ut making 
majo r and painful co ncessio ns to the Arabs.

Ho wever, they dissipate readily 
and are no t dangero us except at 
clo se range 
Experts claim that 
three feet is a safe distance to 
watch TV wdho ut risk o f harmful 
radiatio n. 
The larger the TV set, o f co urse, 
the 
greater 
the 
danger. 
Radio 
Co rpo ratio n o f America has issued 
a 
handbo o k 
fo r TV repairmen, 
warning; “X-ray radiatio n is pro ­ 
duced by the 21-inch tube when it 
is o perated at its no rmal ulto r 
value. The radiatio n is thro ugh 
the faceplate and is sufficient to 
require 
the 
ado ptio n 
o f 
safety 
measures in TV receivers. Shield­ 
ing such as that pro vided by a 
^4-inch thickness o f safety glass in 
fro nt o f the faceplate sho uld pro ve 
adequate 
to 
pro vide 
pro tectio n 
against perso nal injury fro m pro ­ 
lo nged expo sure at clo se range. 
“When this tube is being ser­ 
viced o utside the TV receiver cabi­ 
net,” the RCA handbo o k warns,

Congress Exploits Defense As Political Issue

Trend Toward I gnorance 


As we appro ach the electio n o f a president, ho w much 
do we really kno w abo ut the business of o ur go vernment? 
This questio n is no t asked facetio usly ; it is a realistic 
respo nse to the difficult pro blem o f getting at the facts. 
Fo r instance, at this mo ment o f writing, I hear o ver the 
radio that Nas.ser o f Egy pt is co nsidering a billio n do llar 
lo ao fro m So viet Russia. What are all the facto rs which 
bro ught abo ut the co mplete failure o f American po licy 
in the Middle East? 
It ii po ssible to get at so me data, particularly by 
reading British newspapers and no ting the debate in 
Parliament, but the data is inadequate. To o much ia 
hidden, 
Jam es S. Po pe, executive edito r o f tiie Lo uisville 
Co urier-Jo urnal, made this po int: 


WASHINGTO.N — Irrespo nsibil­ 
ity in go vernment has rarely been 
mo re acutely emphasized than to - 
day in the behavio r o f Co ngress 
Upward the executive in the m atter 
o f natio nal defense. 
Theo retically the Jo int Chiefs o f 
Staff reco mmend to the President 
what strategic plans they have 
in mind to defend the natio n and 
what mo ney is 
needed 
to 
buy 
weapo ns and military po wer to 
carry o ut tho se plans in the event 
o f war. 
The reco mmendatio ns o f the Jo int 
Chiefs went to Co ngress early this 
y ear. If the Jo int Chiefs didn’t 
think the budget was adequate they

, o ffered their resignatio ns. But they 
accepted the lump sum o f abo ut 
$.35,000,000,000. Then fo r reaso ns no t

So when asked if he co uld use 
mo re, he usually say s he can if 
Co ngress wishes to appro priate the 
extra funds.

this co untry co uld do , o r the co mmittee o f Co ngress 
co uld do . wo uld be to try to understand why this 
basic right, o f all basic rights, is so disregarded and 
permitted to slip away fro m as.

The fact o f the m atter is that the American peo ple 
are no t being adequately info rmed by their go vernment. 
Thingi leak o ut and the repo rters and co lumnists dig o ut 
items, but o fficially there is to o much secrecy fo r o ur 
go o d, and were it no t fo r a few co ngressio nal co mmittees 
and the o ccasio nal o ff-the-cuff remarks at the press co n- 
ferences o f the President and the secretary o f state which 
p ve leads to what has been suppressed, we sho uld indeed 
be in an info rmatio nal blacko ut. 
One o f the majo r difficulties is that we are in the 
shado w o f war and o fficials tend to make use o f that to 
label Items as secret which canno t reaso nably be re- 
garded as secret.

# It's A Long Process 
As Old Order Changes 


Isolated events provide the sym bols which lead 
to the conclusion that the world is passing through 
an era of revolutionary change. That is what is 
happening now in North Africa. 
At Port Said in Egypt a British soldier boarded 
a ship and sailed away, ending years of British 
m ilitary occupation of Egypt and the Sues Canal 
Zone. And while the last vestige of English colonial- 
ism was disappearing from this section of the Arab 
world, the leader of Algeria s warring nationalists 
was laying down the terms on which his Arab fol­ 
lowers would accept peace with France. 
There may be a long road from this first ten- 
tative’-offer to an actual settlem ent of the bloody 
struggle in Algeria. But it is significant that the 
Arab nationalists are now weary of warfare and 
ready to discuss terms which are not too dissim ilar 
from some the French have already laid down.

Abbasn,

National Liberation Council, has told Svante Loef- 
gren, a Swedish newspaperman, that he is ready 
for im m ediate peace talks if the French will con­ 
cede the right of the Algerians to self-governm ent. 
Abbasn has also asked for a guarantee of the equal 
rights of all citizens and for general elections under 
international control. 
Prem ier G uy Mollet of France has already 
declared that everyone in Algeria must be granted 
equality and has called for free elections. So he 
and Abbasn are perhaps not too far apart. The 
real stum bling block may be the request for inter­

France 
insists 
that

Algerian troubles are an entirely dom estic affair. 
But the French are weary of fighting and 
bloodshed too and the signs that the old order is 
changing in North Africa are too plain for any one 
to miss. By an odd coincidence, also, the Swedish 
newspaperm an who has been the intermediary in 
this case also brought the French the first clear 
indication that Ho Chi-minh was ready for a cease­ 
fire in Indochina.

Trend Toward Ignorance 


As we approach the election of a president, how much 
do we really know about the business of our government? 
This question is not asked facetiously; it is a realistic 
response to the difficult problem of getting at the facts. 
For instance, at this moment of writing, I hear over the 
radio that Nasser of Egypt is considering a billion dollar 
loan from Soviet Russia. What are all the factors which 
brought about the complete failure of American policy 
in the Middle East? 
It is possible to get at some data, particularly by 
reading British newspapers and noting the debate in 
Parliament, but the data is inadequate. 
Too much ta 
hidden. 
Jamea S. Pope, executive editor of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, made this point. 


'‘To me the most insidious and dangerous thing 
about this fight for freedom of information is that it 
goes on day after day. It accumulated to such an 
extent we could hardly grapple with it. I think one 
of the most valuable things the newspapermen of 
this country could do. or the committee of Congress 
could do, would be to try to understand why this 
basic right, of all basic rights, is so disregarded and 
permitted to slip away from os. 
I am inclined to 
think It actually might be more dangerous to vole 
out of ignorance than not to have the right to vote 
at all.” 


Unfortunately our people have become accustomed to 
voting for a glamorous personality rather than over 
issues. There has been no realistic debate over domestic 
issues or the foreign policy sine* th* 1932 campaign. 
which is very far off, and if my memory serves me, thu 
issue then was beer. 
Thu height, weight, radio voice, 
television appearance of candidates, and now their health, 
seem to be more important than their intelligence or 
integrity. 
The fact of the m atter is that the American people 
are not being adequately informed by their government. 
Things leak out and the reporters and columnists dig out 
items, but officially there is too much secrecy for our 
good, and were it not tor a few congressional committees 
and the occasional off-the-cuff remarks at the press con­ 
ferences of the President and the secretary of state which 
give leads to what has been suppressed, we should indeed 
be in an informational blackout. 
One of the major difficulties is that we are in the 
shadow of war and officials tend to make use of that to 
label items as secret which cannot reasonably be re­ 
garded as secret. J, R Wiggins, executive editor of the 
V, ashington Post and Times Herald, testifying before a 
congressional committee, gives this example: 


“ An example of classification of material not 
really classifiable, under Executive Order 10501, in 
our opinion, was the Gen. Matthew Ridgway letter of 
June 27 (1955). This was classified as ‘‘confidential,' 
but in explaining the classification at his press con- 
ference, the secretary of defense said it was with- 
held because it might be misunderstood if published 
at the time of the Geneva Conference.

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TV Sets Produce X-Ray Radiation, 
Television Industry Acknowledges 
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WASHINGTON—It wasn't men­ 
tioned in the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission’s report on radiation, but 
common TV sets may give off 
harmful radiation. This has been 
acknowledged, but not advertised, 
inside the television industry. 
Black-and-white 
picture 
tubes 
produce a “soft” X ray radiation 
through 
the 
face 
plate. 
“Soft” 
rays are the worst kind, because 
they are absorbed by the body. 
However, they dissipate readily 
and are not dangerous except at 
close range 
Experts claim that 
three feel is a safe distance to 
watch TV w'thout risk of harmful 
radiation. 
The larger the TV set. of course, 
the 
greater 
the 
danger. 
Radio 
Corporation of America has issued 
a 
handbook 
for TV repairmen, 
warning: “ X-ray radiation is pro­ 
duced by the 21-inch tube when it 
is operated at its normal ultor 
value. The radiation is through 
the faceplate and is sufficient to 
require 
the 
adoption 
of 
safety 
measures in TV receivers. Shield­ 
ing such as that provided by a 
1 cinch thickness of safety glass in 
front of the faceplate should prove 
adequate 
to

against personal injury from pro­ 
longed exposure at close range.

Congress Exploits Defense As Political Issue 


WASHINGTON — Irresponsibil­ 
ity in government has rarely been 
more acutely emphasized than to­ 
day in the behavior of Congress 
toward the executive in the m atter 
of national defense.

Then for reasons not 
always clear to the outside world 
members of Congress, as always. 
began to ferret out privately from 
subordinate officers and former 
officers various pieces of informa­ 
tion to use in confronting the Joint 
Chiefs in hearings beiore the com­ 
mittees. What chief of a military 
force doesn’t want more money? 
So when asked if he could use 
more, he usually says he can if 
Congress wishes to appropriate th# 
extra funds. 


L eak in g f o r Issues 


Then comes the politics. Anxious 
to develop a political Issue, the 
Democrats loudly 
proclaim 
that 
national defense has been neglect­ 
ed by the Republican administra­ 
tion. Proposals are then made to 
increase the appropriations. 
Re- 
publican senators knowing the pres­ 
sures to which they may be sub­ 
jected back home and not to be 
outdone by their political 
rivals 
promptly announce they, too, will 
vote for increased appropriations. 
Broadly speaking it is the con­ 
stitutional responsibility of Con­ 
gress to provide for the national 
defense. But in times of complexity 
such as today when weapons and 
their usa are a m atter of technical 
argument baaed on confidential in­ 
formation of all kinds, either the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and the em

eeutive must be trusted to say 
what is or is not adequate or else 
all military planning is relegated 
to laymen sitting as members of 
congressional committees. 
The taxpayers of America are 
entitled to all the facts as to how 
and why Congress is pressured in­ 
to spending more money than the 
executive has requested. Is there 
an invisible system of communica­ 
tion 
between 
some 
subordinate 
members of the military service 
and members of Congress and are 
sc me civilians w ith perhaps a m a­ 
terial interest in it all involved in 
any way? 
Existing System Wrong 
Plainly the existing system is 
wrong. The British parliamentary 
setup requires the executive and 
legislative branches to take joint 
responsibility 
before 
the 
people 
and if the electroate loses confi­ 
dence in existing regime it can at 
any moment turn the ruling group 
out of power. But in America the 
Democratic party as a result of 


the tragic mistake of the electorate 
in November 1954 is in control of 
the legislative branch while the 
White House is in the hands of the 
Republican party. 
Meanwhile national defense is 
exploited as a political issue and 
neither party ventures to face up 
to the fundamental issue which is 
that if more of the taxpayer's 
money 
is 
really 
available 
for 
armament it ought to be spent for 
conventional arms and manpower. 
For it is certain today that Rus­ 
sia will never use atomic weapons 
unless attacked with these weap­ 
ons and that the Western Allies 
today by putting all their eggs in 
one basket are planning only for 
a nuclear war. The Soviets have 
more than 10.000,000 soldiers un­ 
der arms, a big navy of submar­ 
ines and excellent defensive em­ 
power. Yet America is ignoring 
the 
potentialities 
of amphibious 
and land warfare in a non-nuclear 
conflict even though, as recently 
as the Korean War experience,

When pain develops in the lower 
back and hips in an elderly person 
he is likely to blame arthritis. But 
distress may stem from softening 
of 
the 
bones 
(osteoporosis) 
of 
spine, pelvis, and lower extremi­ 
ties. It is important to make this 
distinction 
because 
osteoporosis 
can be treated satisfactorily with 
hormones. 
This type of bone softening is 
mainly a geriatrics problem. Most 
victims are women and the process 
usually starts long after the sex 
hormone secretions begin to wane. 
Protein metabolism is affected and 
bone production is at a minimum 
because there are too few “protein 
building blocks.” Next comes loss

The back and lower extremi­ 
ties suffer most because they bear 
the body’s weight.

after the change of life. The senile 
variety affects the elderly. In both 
instances, sex hormone deficiency 
plays a part and, in addition, many 
victims eat a diet low in proteins. 
Bone softening also is common 
in bedridden invalids. Many are 
oldsters recuperating from stroke, 
fractured hip, heart attack, or a 
psychiatric disorder. AH the bones 
are likely to be involved but dis­ 
tress is minimal because of the 
inactivity. 
Osteoporosis in older individuals 
is best treated with a combination 
of male and female sex hormones, 
NUevar is said to be of value also. 
Symptoms disappear rapidly under 
this form of therapy. Meanwhile 
more proteins, calcium, and phos­ 
phorus are included in the meals. 
Relief of pain is obtained with the 
salicylates or cortisone. 
The disease often can be pre­ 
vented by eating properly and 
keeping active.

Federal Highway 
Program Ouflined 


WASHINGTON. Ju ne 26 GP - 
M ary land probably will receive 
abou t 49 0 million dollars du ring 
the next 13 y ears u nder term s of 
the m am m oth highway bill ap­ 
proved today by Congress. 


Rep. George H. Fallon (D-Md), 
co-sponsor of the bill, said m ost 
of the money will go for constru c­ 
tion of “ broad, straight, trou ble- 
free roads, fou r to eight lanes 
wide.’’ 


They will tie in with a new 42,- 
000-mile national network of high­ 
way s to be bu ilt u nder the biggest 
nondefense program in the nation’s 
history .

Fallon said in addition to fu nds 
for the interstate sy stem . M ary ­ 
land will get a larger su m for 
bu ilding new prim ary , secondary 
and u rban roads. 
Under existing legislation the 
federal governm ent contribu tes on 
a 50-50 m atching basis and the 
State wou ld receive $9 ,500,000 for 
prim ary

ginning next Su nday . The Fallon 
bill increases that am ou nt to $13 - 
300,000. 
F or 1958 and 1959, M ary land will 
receive 30 miUion dollars for its 
state and city roads and $.56,400,- 
000 m ore for M ary land's pa rt of 
the interstate sy stem .

Rep. George H. Fallon (D-Md), 
co-sponsor of the bill, said most 
of the money will go for construc­ 
tion of “ broad, straight, trouble- 
free roads, four to eight lanes 
w ide.” 


They will tie in with a new 42,- 
000-mile national network of high­ 
ways to be built under the biggest 
nondefense program in the nation's 
history.

Fallon said in addition to funds 
for the interstate system . Mary­ 
land will get a larger sum for 
building new prim ary, secondary 
and urban roads. 
U nder existing legislation the
